After again going over a. high monn- 
taln In zlg sag fashion, our train en- 
tered a fertile looking valley. First 
mmiy places showed slgss Ci lUuiutr- 
ing nnd cord-wcod catting. Tlie cut 
WMOd Is floated down the monntolcs 
by " shoots," helug ulul^^ett tvuDt for 
a long way of Ijoard, and carried by 
trestles over gaps and streamlets, to 
the dcatlny.

CBAPTEB T. 

The First Sottlement, 

1. Huw would you proceed with re- 
spect to the employment of col- 
onists? How would you com- 
mence the settlement? 

1. I would seek to form a sort of 
parent settlement much after the 
fashion of Hadlelgh— that Is, a gen- 
eral, Industrial place, where every- 
thing was managed under tbe direc- 
tion of the officer and all employed 
upon It were paid for their time and 
tolL There would be barracks for the 
single and married men. The single 
men would be tod as at present, or oo 
some kind of liiiftet principle, but 
everything wuuld belong to the com- 
munity, 

2. The colonists would bo employed 
at whAt they were best fitted for. 

8. Wazes would bs paid on some- 
where about the rate paid In the 
cnmitry outside the settlement. 

i. These wages would be dealt with 
as follows : 

1. Deductions would be made to de- 
fray tbe prcBint cost of board and 
lodging, s. The surplus ivould go 
towards the repayment of coat of out- 
fit and pasgnge money, If not already 
paid. 3. After these charges have 
been met then the surplus will go, 
above jiresont supjiort, clothes and 
pocket money, into the Colony Baol: 
towards future needs. 

G. What kind of work would the col- 
onist bn titnployed upon In the 
parent settlement? 
In making roads, providing accom- 
modatJon for tnore eolonlste, building 
oottagm fur those who settle out- 
side the parent settlement, prepar- 
ing gardens, liovel«, plg-«ty«, breed- 
ing cattle, working In the dairy nnd 
In different Industries, sueb as weav- 
ing eloth, tanning leather, making 
boots and nliues, making furniture, 
bricks, wheel-barrows, building earte, 
cutting wood, etc,, etc. 

6, Is It Intended to keep the colon- 
ists all the time in this parent 
settlement ? 

Oh dear, no I The Idea Is to sur- 
round this settlement with a number 
of eottage eettloments. That Is to 
say, ploto, allntinents of ground, will 
be laid out, say 6 to 6 or 10 acres of 
kuul, OS tmny bo found suitable, the 
smaller portion the better. If there 
is sufficient to provide tor the needs 
of a family on these plots of land, 
cottages will Its built and gnrdnnn 
hvld out and planted with the most 
useful vegetables nnd trees, fruit, etc. 
At the onset a cow, pig, a few fowls, 
can be provided so as to give the 
family a fulr start. 

7. Will the cottager have the uee 
of nuy other lands than that here- 
in described ? 

Yesa Koch group of cottagers will 
have a quantity of laud assigned to 
them, which will serve 04 a sort of 
common, on which they will run their 
cows, horses, sheep, or such cattle 
as they may poesese.

a. Is it calculated that the family 
cccup^-lii^ iiiiu uuitage will l« able 
t3 provide a sufficient aupport In 
thlB way? 
Well, It will go some dtstance. There 
will be pork, vegetables, fruit, flour, 
broad, milk, eggs aud a chicken occa- 
sionally. Then tbe surplus produce 
can be exchAn^ed tor clothes, tea, 
meat, coffee, or other thlnge that are 
not produced, 

9. How will this exchange boalacss 
be eouducted? 

In the present settlement, and after- 
wards at given centres, there will be 
a sort of geueral store, where aur- 
plua products would bo boaght or ex- 
changed for other things that mny 
be needed, or which will dispose ol 
such surplus In tbe beat markets 
available. Tbe same agency wiu ob- 
tain for the Colonist the things that 
he needs on the beat terms possible, 
a smnll commission being charged on 
these transactl£>iia. From this centre 
horses, machbies, or any other tem- 
porary neslfitnnco rCQUlred, could be 
hired or furnished ou very economi- 
cal terms. 

10. Will there be any other metliods 
of earning money for the cottager 
than those already nentliriiicd, 
that la by tbe sale or escbange of 
Us garden, fields, cow, etc? 

Tos. Tliere would be the meass de- 
rived from the regular collection from 
the centre settlement ol cream tor a 
butter factory, inllk for a cheese fac- 
tory, ehjckeue, egge, poultry, pies, 
whcut, wool, potatoes, frujt, and 
other produce that could be disposed 
of In large qnantltles. 

11. Would It be necessary to pur- 
chase any large quantities of stuff 
tor the (.'uk-'uy? 

No, nearly cverytMng absolutely re- 
quired can \x! produced on the s?ot, 
If found desirable. X,eather, bnote, 
clath, ciuihing of almost any kind, 
furniture, bedding, carpets, indeed al- 
nnost every necessary of Mfe can be 
made on the spot. 

12. What other forc^ or methods of 
tobtalnlng u. living will the Colony 
present? 

A certain number will be savport- 
ed by the various Industries to which 
reference boa teen sjade. For In- 
stance, there will be shoesuKerE, tail- 
ors, wenvem, brlckmakera, carpen- 
ters and other industrial occapationo. 
These will exchange their produce lor 
tbe necessaries of Ufe, after the man- 
ner already descr!l»e^ 

13. What other forms do you esp^t 

the cultivation of the eoU will 

take? 
I think It very prolMlile t^at eo- 
operation will occupy a very proos- 
Ineiit place, anyway It will be tried 
as soon nn postilhls s?U]i re«i>c^t to 
agriculture. A goodly tract o! land 
will be cultivated ou the system of 
profit sharing.
